HH information disclosed by a bookseller as to the kind 


of books which are most in 
demand 
for 
Christmas 
presents will he gratifying to all who desire to see good 
taste cultivated in popular literature.

best sellers are not trashy novels of the type which former­ 
ly led in sales, and that the beautifully bound and printed 
but rather empty “gift books” which once were popular are 
not wanted now ; customers instead arc calling for thought­ 
ful fiction of the bettei sort, for works on travel, and espe­ 
cially for books dealing with history and biography. 
I ess attention is being given to binding and more to 
contents.

Professor J. F. Dowler of tho de­ 
partment, figures the average net cost 
per acre when the corn was husked 
by a shredder, including cost of man 
and horse labor, shredding machine 
charges and fuel and charges for the 
use of wagons, less amount of costs 
chargeable to stover, at $4.87. 
The man labor for shredding was 
usually supplied by exchanging with 
neighbors, while the labor for at least 
half of the corn busied by hand was 
paid for by the shock or bushel.
